The toll gate la.dera are the most 
defiant gang that ever operated in 
violation of law in Meroer, say* a 
special Irom Harrodsburg. While 
Circuit Court is iu session and the 
grand jury is now investigating the 
charges against the six mCn charged 
with raiding, a mob t«ice this week 
ehopped dewn gates within sight of 
the c-iurthouse. 

. Last night the gate on the Mack- 
ville pike, where th* toll house Vrss 
recently burned over tbs beads of 
gate keeper and h-s family, was 
again cut down and the temporary 
toll house put there since the de¬ 
struction of the other fired and 
| burned to the ground, as was the 
stable near it. The house was un¬ 
occupied at night, ns no one could 
be found that would undertake 
night duty as toll collector. From 
this place the armed raiders, about 
thirty in number, proceeded to the 
| Salt river gate, about on* mile 
I from the courthouse, ordered the 
, keeper, Howland Curd, to come out 
and bring bis ax, and stood over 
, him and ferced him to chop the 
gate down and the pole to pieces. 

| The raiders were not masked or 
disguised iti any war, though Curl 
says he did not recognize any of 
I them. Curd had previously pro¬ 
claimed in a boastful way that if 
j the raiders ever untested his gate 
j he would fill them with buckshot. 
|Tbe rattlers taunted him with this 
while they weie forcing him to ply 
bis ax si vigorously.
